Town Treasurer Thaxter Eaton this week 
sold the first property taken over by the 
town for non-payment of taxes and not re- 
deemed by the owner within two years, This 
is the only one of the dozen parcels taken over 
for non-payment of taxes two years ago that 
has not been returned to the owner. Two of 
those parcels have been redeemed in part 
while the others have all been redeemed in 
full. This is an excellent record for a town in 
these days when so many communities are 
burdened with property that they have had 
to take over permanently. 

George Cairns, Jr., of Corbett street was the 
purchaser of the property, a lot of about 
8,000 square feet of land with one building 
and a cellar, on Topping road. It was former- 
ly the property of Marcus C. Richards, and 
five years’ taxes were owed on it. The trea 
surer sold it at a price calculated to give the 
town all its tax money, interest and other 
costs. 

The ordinary procedure when taxes are not 
paid is for the town to sell the property at a 
duly-advertised tax sale, and if not sold to 
take it over on a tax title. The owner has two 
years in which to redeem it by paying the tax, 
interest and other costs, and if at the end of 
that time the property has not been re- 
deemed, the town treasurer forecloses through 
the land court. On small parcels however the 
treasurer may sell the property at an auction. 

Only four parcels remain on the town’s 
hands at present and these are not yet near 
the two-year expiration mark, They will run 
out at different times. 


Rush Goal Posts 
at Methuen Game 


Lester Hilton, 20, of North Main street 
was taken into custody by Methuen police 
Monday afternoon during the mix-up which 
occurred in the struggle for the goalposts fol- 
lowing Punchard’s 19-0 victory over Methuen 
high. He was released at the station some 
time later, the local selectmen having inter- 
vened in his behalf. A group of about 100 
Punchard supporters waited around the 
station until his release. 

Hilton was alleged to have tripped a 
Methuen special officer.

Immediately after the game a group of 
Punchard supporters, mostly recent alumni 
and including very few students, rushed for 
the goalposts and before any effort to halt 
them had been made the goalpost had come 
down. At the other end of the field how- 
ever the rooters met resistance from the 
special policemen and other Methuen sup- 
porters. 

At night a truck went over from Andover 
and brought back the goalposts. They were 
placed in front of the town hall and the high 
school, with self-elected speakers addressing 
the crowd.

Grants $44,000 to 
Town for Roads 
in West Andover 


Officials Feel W. P. A. Registra- 
tion Limits Will Have to 
Be Let Down 


Superintendent of the Board of Public 
Works Charles T. Gilliard was notified ver 
bally yesterday afternoon and over the tele 
phone this morning that the sum of $44,012 
had been granted to Andover under the 
W.P.A, farm to market program. This money 


| would be used on! gravelling roads in the 


farming sections of the town, West Andover 
and out Salem street way, and the state 
engineer has a list of roads amounting to 
about 40 miles from which the selections will 


| be made. 


The town would have to provide a sum of 
$4,126 which would be used for the cost of the 
gravel, hiring machinery, dynamiting, small 
tools, etc. This would either be provided by a 


| transfer from the reserve fund or by a special 


vote of the town. 

The work would be done under the direc 
tion of the Board of Public Works, but the 
labor would be chosen from the W.P.A. 
ranks. Town officials were uncertain this 
morning as to whether or not there would be 
enough registered W.P.A. men in Andover to 
put on these jobs while the regular W.P.A. 
work, starting Monday, was going on. State 
engineer Jackson stated this morning that he 
might start in this work on a minute’s notice, 
needing sixty men on three shifts of twenty 
each.

The local E.R.A,, which has been passing

Bond Issue Work Continues 

The Board of Public Works has completed 
laying the sidewalk on Main street from 
School street to the post office under the 
funds allotted to the town from the state 
bond issue. Some seeding remains to be done. 
Preliminary work has started on Morton 
street’s sidewalk from School to Bartlet 
streets, and on Monday morning it will be 
ready for the tar and stone mixture, After 
that is completed, the B.P.W. hopes to do 
Washington avenue and Pasho street on one 
side. 

The maintenance work on River road and 
Haverhill street has been completed under a 
special $1200 fifty percent grant from the 
state for Chapter 90 work, Both streets were 
blanketed. There is $700 remaining, and this 
will in all probability be used in making some 
repairs at the North Main street railway 
bridge. On Monday a state engineer, a B. and 
M. engineer and Superintendent Gilliard will 
inspect the condition there, and very proba- 
bly on Tuesday work will start on rectifying 
the situation. It will involve taking up a 
large slab of concrete, raising some sunken 
curbing and bringing up the sunken part of 
the sidewalk. 

The Chapter 90 construction work on 
River road is progressing favorably. The 
culvert work is nearly complete.

You are hereby required on or before 
December 1, 1935 to destroy the gypsy and 
brown tail moths on your property in this 
town. 

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater- 
pillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land, (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fences 
and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented, This is important. The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 
from the Lecal Superintendent, Ralph T. 
Berry, or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mass. 

Work done by contractors should be in- 
spected and approved -by Local Superin- 
tendent before payment for the same is made.

Giant’s Causeway Made 
Up of Number of Columns 


Glant’s causeway is a group of ba- 
saltic rocks on the north coast of 
County Antrim, Lreland, eight miles, 
east northeast of Portrush, It con- 
sists of a vast number of columns, 
generally pentagonal or hexagonal, 
The causeway proper is a low pro- 
montory formed of closely-packed col- 
unmins. Altogether there are about 40,- 


0) pillars, fitting Into each other al- | 


most perfectly, and joined horizontal- 
ly. 

Various more or less detached groups 
are known as the Giant’s Loom, Giant's 
Organ, Lady’s Fan and so on, Bast 
of the causeway proper is the Glant’s 
Ampitheater, a small bay with cliffs 
350 feet high, formed In Sts upper part 
of two tiers of basaltic columns from 
60 to SO feet in height. Beyond this 
is Spanish bay, the scene of the wreck 
of an armada vessel; and still farther 


east the promontory of Pleaskin Head, | 


400 feet high, with double tiers of 
lofty columns sepurated by a band of 
ochre, The peculiar columnar strue- 
ture of the causeway rocks is shown 
by geologists to result from the con 
traction in cooling of the lava of 
which they are composed. 

The Giant's causeway derives tts 
name from the legend which ascribes 
{ts construction to Finn M’Coul or 
Fingal, who bridged the channel be- 
tween Ireland and Scotland, in order 
that the giants might pass from An 
trim to Staffa.
